Torrance Municipal Bus Lines
are operating at a lower cost
per mile than the privately
owned San Pedro Motor Bus
Company or the municipafly
owned Gardena Lines, a sur-
vey by the Press revealed this
week.

The eost per mile of San Pedro
operations runs feom 30 to 40
cents, while a few months back
it was 31 cents a mile, according
to an estimate by Bob Landier
of the San Pedro firm.

Gardena Municipal Bus Lines’
estimated cost per mile is be-
tween 34 and 35 cents, [

eost hefore depreciation, 257 |
